Co-ordinating  a  young  group  of  sophomores  and  juniors  with  the  few  returning 
lettermen,  Coach  Hank  Nilsen  led  the  1951  Axemen  footballers  to  another  outstanding 
season.  Sophomore  Quarterback  Jack  Henkel  proved  a  real  find,  pacing  the  team  with 
his  passing  and  field  generalship.  The  team  must  be  congratulated  on  a  season  of  top 
flight  football. 

The  Eugene  Axemen  started  the  season  by  being  soundly  beaten  by  the  Black  Tor¬ 
nadoes  of  Medford.  Eugene  drew  first  blood,  but  Medford  scored  in  every  quarter  of 
the  game,  swamping  the  Axemen  34  to  6.  The  next  game  saw  a  spirited  Axemen  team 
bounce  back  from  defeat  to  whip  the  Springfield  Millers  27  to  20  in  a  high  scoring  hard 
fought  game.  This  started  off  a  four  game  winning  streak  in  which  Cottage  Grove  fell 
20  to  0,  Klamath  Falls  succumbed  20  to  12,  and  Corvallis  was  blanked  20  to  0.  Then 
came  the  upset  of  the  season  in  which  the  spirited  Albany  Bulldogs,  rated  underdogs,  gave 
the  Axemen  a  stunning  defeat  to  the  tune  of  12  to  6.  This  set  the  stage  for  the  best  game 
of  the  season.  The  team  traveled  to  Marshfield,  the  team  which  a  Nilsen  coached  team 
had  never  beaten.  The  game  started  as  had  been  doped  out.  The  first  time  Marshfield 
got  the  ball  they  marched  72  yards  to  a  TD.  Then  to  the  surprise  of  everyone  Eugene 
went  ahead  13-7,  scoring  touchdowns  in  the  second  and  third  periods.  Marshfield  came 
right  back  to  seemingly  ice  the  game  with  a  TD  and  a  P.A.T.  to  lead  14-13.  Late  in  the 
fourth  quarter  Don  Smith  recovered  a  fumble  on  the  Marshfield  21  yard  line.  Four  plays 
later  Wicks  carried  the  pigskin  over  to  win  the  game  19-14.

The 
whole  week  before  was  sunny,  but  Friday  morning  it  started  raining  and  didn’t  let  up  all 
day  or  throughout  the  whole  game.  The  two  teams  fought  to  a  scoreless  deadlock.  This 
ended  the  season  for  the  Axemen  who  had  compiled  an  enviable  record  of  6  wins,  2  losses, 
and  1  tie.

BASKETBALL 


The  Eugene  Axemen  entered  the  basketball  season  with  only 
three  returning  lettermen:  Captain  Jerry  Messier,  Al  Romig,  and 
Hank  Hudspeth.  Coach  Kuchera  was  called  upon  to  mold  these 
three,  three  juniors,  and  five  sophomores  into  the  potent  aggrega¬ 
tion  that  gave  us  a  season  of  1  5  wins  and  7  losses.  Without  any  one 
single  star  all  twelve  members  were  called  upon  to  do  their  share. 
Jerry  Messier  and  Hank  Hudspeth  were  the  senior  mainstays.  The 
five  sophomores  developed  rapidly  to  become  the  sparkplugs  of 
the  team. 

The  season  began  with  an  easy  win  over  St.  Francis,  then  a 
trade  with  Bend,  and  another  win  over  St.  Francis.
